SOCIAL science research, which presupposes 
freedom of intellectual choice and opinion, is 
a luxury that a developing nation seldom 
encourages. India has not only encouraged it, 
but has done so with state patronage. 

Following the independence of India in 1947, 
as part of our nation-building programmes, 
there were efforts to make social science a 
holistic knowledge system. India’s problems 
were unique, yet the tools available to study 
them were all invented in the West, which did 
not always prove useful. A strong need was 
felt to make methodology relevant for the 
understanding of its social problems. The 
indigenisation of the social science became a 
necessity. Integrating our intellectual traditions 
with the forces of modernization was a 
challenge that had its own positive and 
negative connotations.The state came forward 
with its interventionist role to take up the 
daunting task. It could not have been taken up 
by any other agency both for financial and 
logistical reasons. 

On 12 December 1968, the Ministry of 
Education (now known as the Ministry of 
Human Resource Development), Government 
of India, established it as an autonomous 
organization. It was named Indian Council of 
Social Science Research (ICSSR). Its chief 
architects were V.K.R.V. Rao, M.S. Gore, 


D.R.Gadgil, Ramakrishna Mukherjee and J.P. 
Naik. ICSSR was formally launched in May 
1969. It was considered one of the biggest 
achievements of Indian democracy. 

This is the 35 lh Annual Report of the Indian 
Council of Social Science Research (ICSSR) 
covering the period 1 st April 2003 to 31 sl March 
2004. The ICSSR’s main deliberative body, 
known as the Council, has twenty-six members 
- a Chairman, eighteen Social Scientists, six 
representatives of the Government of India 
nominated by the Government and a Member- 
Secretary appointed by the ICSSR with the 
approval of the Government of India 
(Appendix -1). 

The ICSSR Secretariat is headed by the 
Director Genera! and Member-Secretary and 
has 60 officers (Appendix-2) and other officials. 
The Council’s professional staff, apart from 
their official duties, have been academically 
active throughout and contributed a number 
of seminar papers and research reports. 

The Council has apart from itself, four standing 
committees comprising members drawn from 
the Council and from outside (not more than 
three). The following table shows the number 
of meetings held by the Council, and its 
Standing Committees held during the year

ACRs (Annual Confidential Reports) Cell has 
been established to monitor and timely update 
ACRs at all levels of staff and officers. 

The ICSSR Transport Cell looks after the 
effective use of the vehicles in the ICSSR. It 
has a fleet of One Mini Bus, three Staff Cars 
and three three-wheelers. The facility of Public 
Transport available at ICSSR New Campus, is 
almost nil. ICSSR has hired the services of two 
RTVs to facilitate the scholars visiting the 
ICSSR Administrative Block at Aruna Asaf All 
Marg, from NASSDOC Office at 35, 
Ferozeshah Road, New Delhi.

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Research Projects 

Funding of the Research Projects is one of the 
important activities of Indian Council of Social 
Science Research to encourage the scholars 
to conduct research on any theme, which has 
a significant contribution to the Social Sciences. 

Year-wise position of research projects 
sanctioned since inception till the year 2003- 
2004, projects cancelled/ withdrawn/ closed 
and reports received against them till 31st 
March 2004 is furnished herewith in a tabular 
form in theTable 2.1. During the period, 2003- 
2004,101 research projects were sanctioned 
and a total of 32 projects reports were received. 
The list of research projects sanctioned and 
the list of research projects completed during 
the year are given in the Appendix 3 and 
Appendix 4 respectively. 

National Fellowships 

The Indian Council of Social Science 
Research, under its Research Fellowship 
Programme, has been offering National 
Fellowships on its own initiative to eminent 
social scientists who have made outstanding 
contribution in their respective fields of social 
sciences. During the year under report 14 
national fellowships were continuing. 

Senior Fellowships 

Senior Fellowships of the ICSSR are awarded 
to such social scientists who have significant 
publications including books and or research 


papers to their credit in professional journals. 
These fellowships are also open to social 
workers, bureaucrats, journalists etc. The 
council has so far awarded 381 senior 
fellowships. During the year under report no 
senior fellowship was awarded and eight 
fellowship reports were received. 

General Fellowships 

General Fellowships (Post-Doctoral 
Fellowships) of the Council are awarded to 
young social scientists who have completed 
their Ph.D degree and are interested in 
pursuing their research activities further. The 
Council has so far awarded 238 general 
fellowships. During the year under report 29 
general fellowships were awarded and six final 
reports were received. 

Doctoral Fellowships 

Doctoral Fellowships of the Council are 
awarded to scholars who have a Masters 
degree of a recognized Indian University with 
a first or second class and who are registered 
for a doctoral degree in social sciences. The 
Council awards these fellowships through two 
of its schemes: (i) Centrally Administered Open 
Doctoral Fellowships and (ii) Institutional 
Doctoral Fellowships, Under the former 
Scheme, the Council awards fellowships on it 
own while under the latter the selected ICSSR 
institutes make selection on their own. The 
fellowship is awarded for a period of two years 
extendable by one year in exceptional cases.

Study Grant Scheme 

Under this scheme, financial assistance is 
provided to Ph.D. scholars to cover the cost of 
the travel and study at a desired place for 
consulting libraries. During this period 60 Ph.D. 
scholars had applied for ICSSR Study Grant 
and 35 scholars were selected for this grant 
as per new guidelines. 25 scholars were 
directed to respective ICSSR Regional Centres 
for the grant. Revised Rates for ICSSR Study 
Grant were implemented w.e.f. 29 October 
2003. It is expected that in future more scholars 
will apply for assistance under this scheme. 

Revised Study Grant forms are available with 
The Director, NASSDOC, The Directors of 
ICSSR Regional Centres, ICSSR Research 
Institutes and Registrars of Indian Universities. 
Photocopies of the forms can also be used. 
Forms can also be down-loaded from the 
ICSSR website: www.icssr.org.

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Library Services 

NASSDOC premises at 35, Ferozeshah Road 
is under renovation.The Secretariat has been 
temporarily shifted to ICSSR main building at 
Aruna Asaf Ali Marg, New Delhi-110067. 

Reference and information services are now 
provided in a limited way from 9.30 AM to 6.00 
PM on all days from Monday to Friday at ICSSR 
Hostel Building at Aruna Asaf Ali Marg, New 
Delhi. Approximately 1700 research scholars 
visited the ICSSR-NASSDOC Centre during 
the year. Several reference queries of research 
scholars were answered on telephone, in 
person and through correspondence/ e-mail/ 
fax, etc. with the help of NASSDOCS' own 
library database as well as the Internet 
sources. 

NASSDOC has a collection of Ph.D, theses 
and research project reports. A database has 
been created by the NASSDOC which contains 
details of these theses/research project 
reports. Select lists of theses and project 
reports were prepared on specific subject 
themes from the database and supplied to 
scholars on demand. 

NASSDOC has started modernization of its 
library at 35, Ferozeshah Road, New Delhi. In 
the newly renovated library, there is a plan to 
provide round-the-clock library services. The 


Reading and Reference Room will be open on 
all days. Borrowing facility will remain 
operational from 8.00A.M. to 10.00 P.M. on all 
working days (Monday to Saturday). 

NASSDOC Library will cater to the needs of 
the following categories of users:

Acquisition of Publications 

NASSDOC has recently revised its Theses 
Acquisition Policy. It has been decided to pay 
Rs. 1500/- to a scholar for a copy of Ph.D. 
thesis. A scholar is required to submit a soft 
version, preferably in CD-ROM along with a 
hard copy (print version) of the thesis. 

A Screening Committee has been constituted 
to decide the acquisition of theses for 
NASSDOC Library. A scholar is required to first 
submit an abstract of the thesis to NASSDOC. 

During the year 901 documents, which include 
books, reports and other publications, 19 Ph.D. 
theses and 2 research project reports were 
added to the Library. 

Acquisition of Periodicals 

The ICSSR library gets about 800 journals 
through exchange/ gratis. Approximately 200 
foreign and Indian periodicals are subscribed 
to by the library. In addition four daily 
newspapers and 12 popular magazines are 
also subscribed to every month. 

Inter-Library Loan and Document 
Delivery Service 

During the period requests were received from 
the members of ICSSR Research Survey 
Committee for literature search on topics like 
Indian Administration, India’s Foreign Policy, 
International Studies, Political Ecology, Political 
Identity, Political Leadership in India and State 
Politics in India. A comprehensive search was 
made in the library collection of NASSDOC and 
other libraries in Delhi. Approximately 410 
write-ups/ articles which appeared on different 
topics were sent to the members of Research 
Survey in Political Science. 

In addition books and journals were borrowed 
on inter-library loan from various institutions/ 
libraries to provide Document Delivery Service 
to scholars and officials of the Council. As many 
as 22,795 pages of photocopies were also 


supplied on request to scholars and officials 
of the ICSSR. 

Bibliography on Demand Service 

Bibliography on demand is a widely known 
support service provided by the NASSDOC to 
the social science research community. 
Normally, the requests for this paid service are 
received from scholars living in cities and small 
towns where library and documentation 
services are severely limited. 

One hundred and sixty five short and select 
bibliographies were compiled and supplied to 
social science research scholars arid ICSSR 
officers. 

Special bibliographies were also compiled for 
the experts associated with ICSSR programme 
of Survey of Research in Political Science on 
the following topics.

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DELNET 

NASSDOC is a member of DELNET 
(Developing Library Network). As a member 
NASSDOC can access 10 databases hosted 
by the DELNET in its website. These 
databases are searched for the purpose of 
compilation of bibliographies, and to check the 
holdings of member libraries for the purpose 
of providing bibliographical references and 
document delivery service to scholars. 
DELNET also has a database of experts. 

Library Automation 

NASSDOC has upgraded its LIBSYS Software 
version 3 to LiBSYS version 4 under Windows 
NT. LIBSYS Software is being used for library 
automation, acquisition of library documents, 
cataloguing of books, theses and research 
project reports. The process of serial control, 
article indexing is also handled by LIBSYS 
Software. The database containing the 
holdings of NASSDOC library created with the 
Libsys software can be searched by author, 
title, class number and keywords/subjects. 

Catalogue cards are printed by computer. 
Letters/notes of correspondence for acquiring 
books, theses and serials are also produced 
by computer. Issues of ‘Annotated Index of 
Indian Social Science Periodicals’ are 
produced with computer using LIBSYS 
Software. 

A Database has been created containing 
bibliographical details of theses and research 
project reports acquired by the NASSDOC. 

Retrospective Conversion 

As part of computerization project of the library, 
NASSDOC has started retrospective 
conversion of its entire catalogue into Machine 
Readable Format so that the whole catalogue 
can be made available online. In the first phase 
of the work, 6000 documents have been 
selected for retrospective conversion purpose. 
These documents have been re-classified and 
re-catalogued by using DDC 21 st edition, and 
AACR-II. Subject headings have been 
assigned with the help of Library of Congress 


Subject Headings 20th edition. The processed 
data has been entered into LIBSYS version 
4.0 by using UNIMARC Format in Windows NT 
Platform, through ISO 2709 exchange format 
to enable NASSDOC to use the same through 
OPAC (Online Public Access Catalogue). 
Editing work of the machine-readable 
catalogue data has been started.

The membership fee for general members will 
be Rs. 500/-per annum for the first year and 
Rs.300/- for renewal of membership for the 
subsequent year. Borrowing facility will be 
extended to general members against a 
security deposit of Rs. 400/- per book. A 
general member can borrow two books at a 
time for a fortnight. 
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c) Life Membership - persons eligible to 
become general member of the library 
can also opt for life membership. A one¬ 
time fee of Rs. 3000/- is to be paid for 
this purpose. 

d) Institutional Membership will be extended 
to an autonomous organization, 
corporate house, research wings of 
public/ private bodies. An annual 
membership fee @ Rs. 4000/- is to be 
paid by the institution. Five persons from 


a institute are entitled to use library 
facility. An institutional member will be 
allowed to borrow ten books at a time 
for a period of fifteen days. 

e) Consulting Membership- Consulting 
facility will be extended to the members 
of general public. Consulting members 
will be required to pay Rs. 5/-for a day, 
Rs.25/- for a fortnight and Rs 50/- for one 
month. Borrowing facility will not be 
extended to consulting members.

Research Survey Programme 

Research Survey Programme of the ICSSR is 
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as old as the Council. Monitoring of the 
programme of research in social sciences is 
as important as the research itself. Having 
realized this basic reality the Council has 
undertaken the task of Surveying 
developments in the various fields of social 
sciences in right earnest through its 
programme of survey of research. In the 
process those areas that deserve more 
attention, so called neglected segment are 
identified and efforts are made to fill the gaps 
by sponsoring specific types on research. 
Keeping in view the importance of Research 
Survey Programme the Council decided to 
conduct Survey in six disciplines i.e. (i) 
Economics (ii) Education (iii) Geography 
(iv) Political Science (v) Psychology and 
(vi) Sociology and Social Anthropology. 
Education was included for the first time in the 
survey. During the period under report various 
meetings of the editorial committees set up for 
all the six disciplines were held and themes 
were identified. The theme papers received 


have already been edited and reviewed in most 
of the cases. The survey reports are likely to 
be published by 2005. 

Vikaram Sarabhai Memorial Award 
and Lecture 

The award in principle is to be made each year 
(Beginning with the year 1978) for outstanding 
contribution to research in social sciences or 
for the utilization of such research for social 
and national development. There is no 
restriction regarding age, but preference is 
given to young social scientists of outstanding 
promise. His Excellency Dr. A.P. J. Abdul Kalam, 
President of India agreed to deliver Vikram 
Sarabhai Memorial Lecture on the theme 
‘Dynamics of Societal Transformation’.

ICSSR Planning & Coordination Division has 
been pursuing a number of programmes and 
activities to promote social science research 
by helping social scientists to meet their 
research needs. These activities of the 
Division/lnteralia are: setting up of a network 
of socio-economic data banks, coordinating 
guidance and consultancy services in data 
processing, sponsoring training courses in 
research methodology and computer 
application in data processing and providing 
financial assistance to conduct seminars, 
conferences, and workshops by academic 
bodies, institutes and university departments. 

Network of Socio-economic Data 
Banks. 

Data Bank on Education at Centre for 
Multidisciplinary Development 
Research, Dharwad 

In the second phase of the programme of the 
Data Bank on Education the Centre for 
Multidisciplinary Development Research, 
Dharwad is working on Vol.ll of the Bulletin, 
focusing on Higher Education. It would be in 
five parts. 

Part I & II of the Bulletin would be dealing with 
official data and information on Higher 
Education. It would cover Institutions, 
Enrolment, Teachers, Expenditures, Dropout 
Facilities, Factors for Higher Education, 
Physical Infrastructures, Achievements, Levels 
of Students etc. 


Part III of the Bulletin deals with Indian 
Constitution and different committees and 
commissions on Higher Education and legal 
framework. 

Part IV of the Bulletin is an information guide 
on interventions relating to Higher Education. 

Part V of the Bulletin deals with information 
sources on Higher Education. 

The data on Higher Education are presented 
and analyzed according to advanced states, 
medium developed states and low-income 
states separately in order to highlight the 
implication of socio-economic development for 
the higher education development in the states. 
These data would be presented separately for 
special category states and UTs.The Bulletin 
would have a number of charts and graphs for 
the statistical tables to facilitate visual 
presentation of changes in different parameters 
relating to Higher Education 

Data Bank on Population and 
Employment at the Institute of 
Economic Growth, Delhi 

The Data Bank has in electronic form all the 
published tables of the 1991 Census at the level 
of country, state, district and village; micro data 
for households and eligible women from the 
Nationai Family Health Survey of 1991-92 and 
1998-99, and Reproductive Health Survey of 
1998-99. (Phase 1 & 2). 

A computer software for easy retrieval of the 
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census tables from the Data Bank has been 
developed. A CD containing the 1991 census 
data with the software for easy retrieval of the 
census tables in Microsoft Excel is ready for 
distribution, Interested scholars may contact 
Prof. P.N. Mari Bhat through email: 
(mari@ieg.ernet.in). 

The Data Bank has plans to acquire the unit- 
record data of NSS on employment and 
unemployment, computerize the 1981 Census 
tables, and acquire the 2001 Census tables 
as and when these are made available. 

Guidance and Consultancy 
Services in Data Processing 

The scheme of Guidance and Consultancy 
Services in Data Processing extends help to 
social science researches to develop scientific 
research skills and to tackle their data 
processing problems.This includes formulation 
of research problems, sampling design, 
construction of research tools for data 
collection, devising of code book, analysis plan 
and statistical analysis of data with the help of 
computer. Twelve research institutes located 
at different parts of the country are extending 
these facilities to the scholars near their place 
of work. 

During the year, thirty-nine scholars availed of 
these services offered under the scheme. 
Many scholars visited the centres more than 
once to complete their research work. A list of 
the institutes participating in this programme 
can be seen in Appendix- 9 and a list of 


scholars who have availed of these facilities 
during the year is given in Appendix-10. 

Training Courses 

The ICSSR sponsors training courses in 
research methodology and computer 
applications to upgrade the research skills of 
young researchers, preferably, for those who 
are interested in taking up empirical social 
science research. These training courses are 
organised in different parts of the country by 
premier research institutes and university/ 
college departments with the financial support 
of the ICSSR. During the year, the ICSSR 
sponsored twenty training courses in research 
methodology and computer applications.

Seminars and Conferences 

The ICSSR provides partial financial 
assistance to research institutes and college/ 
university departments for organizing 
seminars, conferences and workshops in 
different disciplines of social sciences covering 
current debates and issues related with social, 
psychological, economical, political aspects of 
human behavior and society.

THE Regional Centres were established as 
part of the Council’s programme of 
decentralizing administration, broadcasting 
social science research, and involving social 
science institutions in the regions in promoting 
social science research. Their main roles were 
defined as follows: - 

m Represent the ICSSR within the region 
and spread the message and the 
programmes of the ICSSR to social 
scientists in the region; 

a Bring the ideas and problems of the 
social scientists of the region to the notice 
of the ICSSR for possible action; 

h Bring the social scientists of the region 
closer for promoting social science 
research within the region; and 

h Serve as a link between the social 
scientists of the region and the national 
and international community of social 
scientists. 

The ICSSR has six Regional Centres. Their 
location and coverage are as follows: - 

■ Eastern Regional Centre, Kolkata 
covering Bihar, Orissa, Sikkim, West 
Bengal, Jharkhand and the Union 
Territory of Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands; 

■ Northern Regional Centre, New Delhi 
covering Madhya Pradesh, Rajasthan, 
Uttar Pradesh, Chattisgarh and Delhi; 


§ North-Eastern Regional Centre, Shillong 
covering Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, 
Manipur, Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland 
and Tripura; 

■ North-Western Regional Centre, 
Chandigarh covering Haryana, Himachal 
Pradesh, Jammu & Kashmir, Punjab and 
the Union Territory of Chandigarh; 

* Southern Regional Centre, Hyderabad 
covering Andhra Pradesh, Karnataka, 
Kerala, Tamil Nadu and the Union 
Territories of Lakshadweep and 
Pondicherry; 

a Western Regional Centre, Mumbai 
covering Gujarat, Maharashtra, Goa and 
the Union Territories of Daman and Diu, 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli.

programmes of the ICSSR Regional Centres.

H Awarding study grant to scholars for 
visiting libraries and institutions for 
academic work; 

h Providing photocopying facilities to 
scholars, especially photocopies of 
selected articles from journals etc.; and 

E9 Any other activity that may promote 
social science research in the region and/ 
or any such activity that may be 
delegated by the ICSSR. 

Regional Centres have developed 
infrastructure and research support facilities 
over the years with the funds provided by the 
ICSSR and by some state governments of the 
region where they are located. These include 
hostet/guest house facilities, additional library 
space, conference halls, seminar rooms and 
reprographic facilities. 

Activities 

The Northern Regional Centre, New Delhi acts 
as a national centre to provide social science 
material to Scholars in Hindi and English. It 
has funded 18 seminars, 3 workshops and 1 
symposium during the reporting year. The 
Eastern Regional Centre, Kolkata is the 
national centre for Bengali and Oriya. The 
Centre enriched its library by adding 175 books 
and 12 daily newspapers. Four Chinese 
Scholars from the Chinese Academy of Social 
Sciences, Beijing visited the Centre. 

The Western Regional Centre, Mumbai has 
financially supported 13 seminars, 3 
conferences and 1 workshop.The Centre also 
supported 9 Ph.D. students under study grant 
scheme. The Centre subscribed to 18 foreign 
and 9 Indian journals. 

The North-Eastern Regional Centre, Shillong 
has completed few research projects and is 
currently engaged in 6 research projects. The 
Gentre funded 27 seminars/workshops/ 


conferences and awarded study grant to 7 
scholars. The Centre awarded contingency 
grant to 5 doctoral scholars. The Centre 
awarded contingency grant to five doctoral 
Scholars. It has brought out News on North- 

East .monthly publication of paper clippings 

from selected newspapers. 

The North-Western Regional Centre, 
Chandigarh brings out a Social Science 
Documentation List on regular basis. It is also 
preparing an index to current articles covering 
economic, political and social activities of the 
region appearing in leading dailies, it has 
prepared a quarterly index to editorials and 
news of interest to social scientists appearing 
in selected Punjabi Language newspapers 
under the title “Samajik Vigyan Khabar Suchi”. 

The Southern Regional Centre, Hyderabad is 
bringing out a ‘Database on Indian Economy' 
regularly. The Centre financially supported 23 
seminars and workshops. It has also awarded 
study grants to three Scholars.

Library 

The Library continues its service of rendering 
requisite information support to the social 
science researchers and academicians. The 
service is rendered on the basis of strong 
collection development policy, service 
orientation vis-a-vis infrastructural 
developments. The activities of the Library 
during the period are detailed hereunder.

254 books were acquired during the year. The 
ERC Library subscribed to the bibliographic 
Database called NISC Discover Sociological 
Abstracts. The database comprises 
retrospective collection of literature on various 
social science subjects from 1963. 

Journals and Newspapers 

Five journals are subscribed; out of which one 
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is a foreign journal and the rest are Indian. 
Twelve daily newspapers were purchased 
during the period. One journal was added 
during the year. A collection of newspapers 
articles regarding North East India News on 
North East India is being subscribed. 

The ERC Library has acquired a digital copier, 
2175 pages of photocopy materials were 
provided to users.

Gunjal, Coordinator, documentation work in

Secondly he is of 
the view that in mofussil areas and colleges of 
state, the regional language has become the 
medium of instruction and the type of services 
will have a definite utility. There was strong 
demand from the Coordinators to enhance the 
present grant for publishing these indexes as 
it is utterly insufficient due to inflationary trends. 

Library 

The library has built a rich collection of social 
science research material in the form of books, 
reports, journals, back volumes of journals etc. 
The library has renewed its subscription this 
year to the foreign social science journals apart 
form regular Indian publications, it has also on 
its mailing list a good number of Indian social 
science journals which are all received and 
processed for use/reference of social science 
scholars in the region. 

The library also subscribes regularly to seven 
Telugu, three English, three Urdu newspapers 
regularly and three local magazines, one 
magazine in each language. The Gratis 
collection includes the ICSSR publications 
received from New Delhi. 

The book collection of the Centre stands at 
3372 (purchased). The library gets the 
newspapers bound periodically and keeps 
them as reference material for the use of 
research scholars. 

Database on Indian Economy 

The Southern Regional Centre, ICSSR has 
initiated the project of building a rich data of 
Indian Economy by acquiring and storing all 
vital documents relating to different aspects of 
Indian Economy. Important indices, abstracts, 
and background material relating to Indian 
Economy are now being received at the 
Regional Centre. By adding some more 
important documents relating to facets not 
covered so far, the Centre intends to strengthen 
this database. 

The main sources of this database are the 
documents that are brought out by the Centre 
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for Monitoring Indian Economy, Mumbai. The 
Centre subscribes for this service by paying 
Rs. 10,000/- annually. This data is useful not 
only to the scholars in Economics but also to 
the scholars in other social science disciplines. 
So far the Centre has received 662 Volumes 
upto 31 March, 2003.

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THE Indian Council of Social Science 
Research provides maintenance and 
development grants to 27 research Institutes. 
Sponsoring of research institutes outside the 
scope of the University Grants Commission 
has been one of the major programmes of the 
Council in enlarging the base of social science 
knowledge, improving the quality of research, 
and promoting an interdisciplinary perspective. 
These institutes constitute an important 
mechanism for implementing the Council’s 
policy of dispersal of research talents and 
building up of research capabilities in the 
different regions of the country, particularly in 
the areas where social science research is not 
yet well developed. 

The Council is trying to implement the 
recommendations of the Review Committee of 
Research Institutes particularly in regard to the 
renewal of the faculty, upgrading of 
infrastructure and research facilities and 
encouraging areas of research beyond 
traditional academic boundaries. However, due 
to financial constraints, the required level of 
funding to Institutes couid not be provided. 

Research institutes have established close 
links with the scholars in the region as well as 
elsewhere through various activities such as 
seminars, workshops and training and 
consultancy programmes. Some of the 
institutes are closely associated with national 
and state level planning and development 


agencies, and have thereby strengthened the 
links between research and policy making. 

Each institute determines its own direction of 
research, which includes a wide spectrum of 
subjects related to agricultural and rural 
development, industrial structure and growth, 
income distribution and poverty, employment 
and wages, inter-regional differences in levels 
of development, education, health, nutrition, 
problems of weaker sections of society 
including women, energy, technology, ecology 
and environment, and social, cultural and 
institutional aspects of development. Thus, 
research studies have generated substantial 
empirical knowledge of the structure of Indian 
economy polity and society and their dynamics 
both at the national and regional levels. 

During the last five years 1314 research 
projects have been completed by the institutes, 
while 1831 are ongoing. These cover a wide 
spectrum of issues relating to areas that are 
already mentioned above. What is more 
significant in these efforts is that they are not 
only interdisciplinary in character, but also 
focus on regional and local problems. In this 
process, they have become centres of 
research for the region’s specific issues and 
have greatly contributed to an awareness of 
the nature of development problems and 
potential of the country as a whole. 

In terms of publications, the institutes have 
brought out 539 books and 1,078 working 
papers during the last five years. 
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Another important activity, that has been given 
importance by the Council, is the training of 
young social scientists by the research 
institutes through M.Phil. and Ph.D. 
programmes, and workshops and seminars. 
During the last five years, 128 Ph.Ds. have 
been produced and 1020 scholars have been 
working on their Ph.D. The Council can 
legitimately take pride in its role in promoting 
the research and training efforts made by the 
research institutes. 284 projects were 
completed in these institutes during the year 
under report. The total number of ongoing 
studies at the end of the year was 386. 

Research institutes disseminate the results of 
their research studies in the form of published 
books, mimeographs, working/occasional 
papers, etc. During the year, the number of 
books published was 82 and that of 
mimeographs, working/occasional papers and 
articles were 117. The number of research 
papers published were 833. 

The institutes also undertake training of young 
social scientists and assist fresh researchers 
in designing and conducting their research.To 
this end, doctoral fellowships have been 
provided to these institutes. Some of the 
institutes have been assisting in teaching and 
training programmes for M.Phil. and Ph.D. 
students, In addition, as per the Council’s 
policy, they participate in postgraduate 
teaching, research guidance in the universities 
and also involve the university teachers in their 
research programmes. 109 scholars working 
under the guidance of the faculties of the 
research institutes were awarded Ph.D. 
degrees. 19 scholars submitted their doctoral 
dissertations. 534 seminars and workshops 
were held during 2002-2003. 

The focus of the A.N. Sinha Institute ofSocial 
Studies, Patna, is on development with 
particular reference to problems of Bihar and 
the eastern region. Its approach to 
development emphasises on community 
initiative. A number of studies related to poverty 


alleviation, rural development, child 
development, economic policy, SC/ST studies, 
role of women and their status in society, 
impact of changing technology, social 
stratification and agriculture, political economy 
of the State, etc., have been undertaken by 
the institute. During the period, 12 studies were 
completed while 6 were in progress. 17 articles 
were published by the faculty in various 
journals and edited books. Also, the institute 
brought out its journal, Social and Economic 
Studies. Two scholars are pursuing their 
Doctoral Research. 

Public policy in human development, agrarian 
economy, labour and development technology, 
natural resource management, community 
irrigation, violence against women, banking 
sector reforms, labour and development, 
macro economic adjustment policies, 
population and land use, agrarian reforms 
and land distribution experiences, etc., 
get priority in the research activities of the 
Centre for Development Studies, 
Thiruvananthapuram. 34 studies were 
completed while work on 36 studies is in 
progress. Two students were awarded Ph.D., 
and 36 were working for their Ph.D. degrees. 
Three books were published and 13 working 
papers were brought out. The faculty also 
contributed 26 research papers in journals and 
edited books. The Centre conducted 30 
lectures, seminars and workshops. 

The research activities of the Centre for 
Economic and Social Studies, Hyderabad 
revolve around the economic and social 
problems of Andhra Pradesh. During the year, 
the centre concentrated its work on irrigation 
management, tribal development programmes, 
health sector reforms, sustainable 
development frameworks, solid waste 
management system, agriculture, social 
security, poverty alleviation, resettlement and 
rehabilitation, and employment. The Centre 
completed 14 research projects and 13 studies 
were in progress. In addition, the faculty 
published 77 research papers.9 scholars were 
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awarded Ph.D. degrees. The centre also 
organised three seminars. 

The main activities of the Centre for Multi- 
Disciplinary Development Research, 
Dharwad, were centred on cost and financing 
of elementary education, girl literacy, health 
indicators, economics of shifting from tobacco, 
financial management of operation blackboard, 
trade and environment and community 
contribution to development of education. 
During the period under review, the institute 
completed six studies and eight projects were 
at various stages of completion. Two scholars 
submitted their Ph.D. and six are pursuing their 
research.The Centre organised five seminars. 

The focus of studies of the Centre for Policy 
Research, New Delhi, was on problems of 
governance, security policy, policies of 
migration and demographic change, politics 
and progress of decentralisation, future of 
urbanisation, economic liberalisation, social 
violence, globalisation, diplomacy and national 
security, etc. During the year, the Centre 
completed six studies and 19 were at various 
stages of completion.The faculty published one 
book and two monographs. The Centre also 
organised 64 seminars/workshops/discussions 
during the year. 

The Centre for Research in Rural and 
Industrial Development, Chandigarh, 
conducts research on population rehabilitation, 
education and development, migration, urban 
development, impact of Women-specific 
schemes, model village plan, reproductive and 
child health, etc. During the year, the Centre 
completed ten studies and six were at various 
stages of completion, in addition, the centre 
organised 6 lectures/seminars and eight 
training programmes during the year. Two 
books and 21 research papers were published 
by the faculty. 

Research at the Gujarat Institute of 
Development Research, Ahmedabad, has 
been primarily on educational incentive 
schemes, adult literacy, conservation of eco¬ 


system, impact of industrialisation on 
peripheral economy, women workers and 
development, contribution of informal 
manufacturing sector, and economy, 
functioning of salt industry in Gujarat and 
investment in dry land region. During the year, 
the institute completed thirty research projects 
and three studies were in progress. The faculty 
of the institute published two books and 27 
research papers, The Institute organized 17 
workshops/ seminars. 

The Centre for Studies in Social Sciences, 
Kolkata, continued to concentrate its work on 
economic and social problems of society. 
Among the projects that received major 
attention were impact of globalisation on Indian 
economy, industrial finance, urban popular 
culture, problems of under-investment in small 
scale industries, evaluation of refugee 
settlements, and rumour and communal 
conflict in Bengal. During the year, four studies 
were in progress. The Centre published five 
books. During the period, 4 workshops/lectures 
were organised. Five students submitted their 
Ph.D. theses, and several were working for the 
same. The faculty published 48 research 
papers and articles in reputed journals in India 
and abroad. 

The main concerns of research at the Centre 
for the Study of Developing Societies, Delhi, 
have been democratic politics and its future, 
politics of culture and politics of knowledge, 
peace security and economic cooperation for 
growth, ethnicity and diversity, political system 
and voting behaviour, violence, ethnicity and 
diversity, disaster management, and paradigm 
of national security. During the year eight 
studies were completed and 32 studies were 
in progress. The Centre published eleven 
books. The Centre also organised 80 seminars/ 
talks/ lectures/discussions. 

The focus of research activities of Council for 
Social Development, Hyderabad, has been 
on pathology of poverty, panchayati raj 
institutions, human development, industrial 
clusters, and evaluation of post-literacy 
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programme. During the period under report, 
the council completed nine projects and six 
were ongoing.The council faculty published 12 
research articles. The Council organized five 
seminars. 

The Centre for Women’s Development 
Studies, Delhi, since its inception, has 
undertaken research-cum-action projects. 
During the period, priority areas of the Centre 
were crimes against women, changing political 
role of tribal women, kinship and marriage 
alliance, gender and reproductive behaviour, 
gender construction in the media, matrimony, 
caste and gender, food security and 
sustainable livelihood, human rights, gender 
and violence in India. Fifteen studies were 
completed, 4 were in progress and 126 articles 
were published by the Centre. In addition, the 
Centre continued to publish its journal. The 
centre also organised four workshops and 
seminars. 

The research work carried out by Girl Institute 
of Development Studies, Lucknow, was 
focused on rural informal credit market, 
evaluation of national programme of nutritional 
support, literacy, rehabilitation, agriculture and 
rural development, land reforms, regional 
dualism, tenancy situation, industries and 
physical infrastructure especially irrigation, 
power and road transport, etc. During the year, 
the institute completed 7 studies while 16 were 
in progress.The institute brought out 6 working 
papers and five books, in addition, the institute 
conducted three seminars/workshops. The 
Institute has ten research scholars pursuing 
Ph.D. 

Emphasis of the G.B. Pant Social Science 
institute, Allahabad, during the year was on 
total literacy campaign, cultural continuity and 
change, problems of the aged, elimination of 
child labour, public distribution system, etc. 
During the period the institute completed twelve 
research projects while 39 were in progress. 
Besides, 57 papers/ articles in journals and in 
edited books were published. 


Research activities of the Centre for Social 
Studies, Surat, related to the ethnography of 
malaria, child labour, social consequences of 
drought, dalits and social conflict, communal 
violence, tribal migration, urban health 
schemes, gender issues, and panchayati raj 
and people’s participation. During the period, 
11 studies were completed and 9 were in 
progress. The centre continued to publish its 
journal Arthat. It published 1 book and 3 
monographs. One student has completed 
Ph.D. and one is doing Ph.D. 

The research programme of the Indian 
Institute of Education, Pune, was focused 
on studies on perceptions and viewpoints on 
education, implementation of operation 
blackboard, non-formal education for 
sustainable development, and alternatives in 
school education. During the year, five studies 
were completed and 8 were in progress. The 
institute's quarterly journal ShikshanAni Sawaj 
in Marathi continued to be published. Four 
scholars were pursuing Ph.D. 13 research 
papers and articles were published in reputed 
journals. 

The Institute for Social and Economic 
Change, Bangalore, undertakes research on 
tax reforms, gender studies, dalit studies, 
institutional development, employment, 
agriculture, irrigation, family welfare, 
management, health, panchayati raj, 
decentralised governance, etc. The institute 
focused on studies such as quantitative 
restrictions on agricultural import, national 
watershed development programme, cropping 
pattern, analysis of biodiversity conservation, 
regional disparities, and education and 
development. During the year 14 studies were 
completed, 37 were at different stages of 
completion.The institute published eight books. 
In addition, 87 important papers/articles by the 
faculty were published in important Indian and 
foreign journals and newspapers. The institute 
also brought out its Journal, Journal of Social 
and Economic Development. It conducted 81 
seminars/workshops. Six students were 
awarded Ph.D. 
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The thrust area of research at the Institute of 
Studies in Industrial Development, Delhi 
has been on emerging information and 
communication technologies in promoting and 
disseminating social science research. The 
institute mainly focused on social safety net, 
saving and investment of corporate sector 
trends in India’s external trade, and squatters 
and the state. During the period, four research 
projects were completed and nine were in 
progress. The institute published sixteen 
discussion notes. The institute has created a 
multimedia Centre with an aim to combine new 
technologies and create linkages between 
different researchers and institutions. The 
Institute organized two workshops.The institute 
created 9 databases. 

The research work undertaken by the Institute 
of Development Studies, Jaipur, is related 
to market and institutional mechanism, health 
studies, literacy and development, credit and 
rural industrialisation, globalisation and cultural 
imperialism, financing of elementary education 
and panchayati raj. During the year, 18 studies 
were completed, 20 were in progress. It 
conducted 23 seminars/ workshops/lectures 
and training courses. The institute brought out 
7 working papers, nine research reports. The 
faculty contributed 91 research papers. 

Research activities of the Institute of 
Economic Growth, Delhi relate to small scale 
industry, change in irrigated agriculture, 
institutional credit to agriculture, forestry, urban 
poverty, planning and forecasting, illegal drug 
market, reproductive health, demographic 
transition, secularism, trade liberalisation, 
growth in Indian industry, etc. The institute 
completed 38 research studies, and 55 studies 
were in progress. During the year, 5 books and 
162 papers were published by the faculty in 
various journals. The institute organised 136 
seminars/workshops/lectures. 19 were working 
for Ph.D. 

The institute of Public Enterprise, 
Hyderabad, has conducted studies on 
restructuring of public sector enterprises, 


janma bhoomi programme, social safety net 
for VAS, biotechnology in India, poverty 
initiative programme, marketing strategies, and 
disinvestment of public sector units. The 
institute provides courses on MBD (PE) and 
PGDCS. The institute completed four research 
studies while nine were in progress. During the 
year, 5 books and 5 research articles were 
published. In addition, the institute organised 
26 training programmes and workshops. Four 
scholars completed their Ph.D. and fifteen were 
pursuing their work and two were awarded 
Ph.D. 

The Omeo Kumar Das institute of Social 
Change and Development, Guwahati, was 
established to promote research on issues 
relating to the economy and society of Assam 
and other states of the north-eastern region. 
The thrust areas of research identified by the 
institute, revolve around demographic 
transformation, economic history, tribal studies, 
women empowerment programme, labour 
market, ecology and environment, and 
participatory democracy in panchayati areas. 
The institute completed five research projects. 
Four books and 29 research papers were 
published. Besides, the institute also organised 
nine seminars/workshops during the year.The 
institute organized 5 lectures. 

The Madras institute of Development 
Studies, Chennai, focused on subjects such 
as gender and employment, water 
conservation management, land reforms, 
women and electoral politics, environment and 
social transformation. During the year, four 
studies were completed, Five were in progress. 
Three are pursuing their doctoral research. The 
institute brought out 12 books and 9 working 
papers. The institute conducted 28 seminars/ 
lectures and workshops during the year. 

The research focus of the Nabakrushna 
Choudhury Centre for Development 
Studies, Bhubaneshwar, Orissa, covers 
subjects such as girl literacy, public health, 
anti-poverty programme, rehabilitation, women 
empowerment, Orissa economy, functioning of 
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welfare schemes, forest and livelihood, and 
impact of super cyclone. During the period 
under review, the Centre completed 15 studies 
while 11 were in progress. The Centre also 
organised 5 conferences / seminars/ 
workshops. The faculty published 21 articles. 

The major activities of the Sardar Patel 
Institute of Social arid Economic Research, 
Ahmedabad, during the year were sustainable 
development framework, women development 
activities, investment in non-farm sector, water 
resource use in India, diversification of Indian 
agriculture, etc. Nine new projects were 
undertaken and four were completed. The 
institute brought out a biannual journal in 
English and another in Gujarati. Besides, two 
seminars/lectures were organised. One scholar 
has submitted Ph.D. 

The Madhya Pradesh Institute of Social 
Science Research, Ujjain, undertakes 
interdisciplinary research in social sciences 
with special emphasis on the problems of 
Madhya Pradesh and the neighbouring regions. 
Researches during the period covered subjects 
on tribal development, panchayati raj system, 
rehabilitation, working women, rural 
development, and information technology. 
During the year, the institute completed two 
projects and eleven were at various stages of 


completion. Three books were published.The 
institute published its own journal Madhya 
Pradesh Journal of Social Sciences, The 
institute organised 16 seminars/workshops 
and special lectures. Fourteen scholars were 
pursuing their work for Ph.D. The faculty of the 
institute published 23 research papers/articles 
in journals. 

The main research activities of Dr. Baba 
Saheb Ambedkar National Institute of 
Social Sciences, Mhow, during the year were 
social segregation and accessibility, girl 
infanticide, occupational mobility and social 
change, panchayati raj and development of 
scheduled castes, rehabilitation of scavengers, 
and value crises among scheduled castes and 
Buddhists. During the year five studies were 
completed while 11 were in progress. Eight 
scholars were awarded Ph.D. while 13 were 
working on the Ph.D. programme. During the 
year, five books were published. The faculty 
also contributed fourteen articles in different 
journals. Besides, it conducted 12 seminars/ 
lectures during the year. 

Grant to Gandhian Institute of Studies, 
Varanasi is suspended under instructions from 
the Government of India since August 1999. 
Hence there is no Annual Report.

The Institute has a Journal of its own, called the 
Journal of Social and Economic Studies , which is 
being published since 1973. It is a bi-annual journal. 
The Journal reflects the thinking and research of 
prominent social scientists of this country and 
abroad. The Journal offers a forum for exchange of 
views and dissemination of ideas. Some of the 
important thematic issues of the Journal have been 
in the areas of Rural Development, Social Violence, 
Methods of Social Research, Development 
Administration, Social and Economic Dimensions 
of Education. The journal also welcomes articles 
of general academic interest and books for reviews. 

Library 

The Library of the institute can claim to have 
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outstanding collection of books, reports and 
journals in social sciences in the eastern region of 
the country. 

As on date the library holds more than 58,000 
bound journals and periodicals. Besides there are 
92 micro films in the stock. The British Council 
presented 2,000 books under ODA’s Books 
Presentation Programme. The ICSSR has gifted 
195 volumes to the library. Late Sri CSP Sinha 
donated 3,400 volumes of books, reports and 
journals. The USIS, Kolkata presented 88 volumes 
of books and journals. Dr. Ranjan Prasad Yadav, 
M.P. donated 2,887 reports and publications. 
Besides, various government agencies, public 
sector undertakings, State Assembly, Parliament, 
different commissions, committees and 
international bodies like the United Nations, 
UNESCO, ILO regularly send their reports and 
publications. The library also maintains Loknayak 
Jayaprakash Narayan Collection. The Institute 
presently subscribes to 219 journals and 
periodicals. The Library also receives 26 journals 
on exchange. The back issues of some important 
journals are also available. Library also subscribes 
to some important weeklies and newspapers. 

The library provides for documentation service and 
a quarterly classified documentation list is prepared 
from the journals. A new item Bihar in Print, a 
quarterly bulletin has been added to the 
documentation list.The bibliography service covers

papers. The library subscribed to 231 journals and 
received 160 journals as gift or in exchange. 
Subscription to 4 journals were newly started during 
this year. Several journals subscribed by the Library 
are now available on-line for our members. Binding 
of 1135 books and periodicals were undertaken 
during the year. The CD-ROMs and floppy diskettes 
supplied along with books and those procured 
independently for the library were organized and 
shelved conveniently. We also continue as a 
member of the consortium for Union Catalogue of 
Periodicals maintained by 14 major libraries in the 
country and help our members to get photocopies 
of journal articles. The CDS library continues to be 
a depository of IMF publications and we received 
486 publications from them during the current year. 

During the year bibliographic records of 1771 books 
were added to the library’s database. This includes 
books procured earlier. The library continued to 
serve the members by providing reference service, 
down loading bibliographies and reading lists from 
the data server and other information service, down 
loading bibliographies and reading lists from the 
data server and other information services to the 
readers.

Library 

As on March 2004 the Library has 1,28,900 
accessioned documents. An equal number of 
unaccessioned Micro Documents comprising of 
institutional Research Reports and Working Papers 
are also held. A total no. of 2053 publications were 
added to the collection during 2003-2004. The 
library received 317 journals. The library exchanges 
Institute's research publications including its journal 
“Contributions to Indian Sociology" with 50 
Institutions. 

The Library specialises in collecting statistical 
serials.There are around 3,200 serial titles, mostly 
annuals containing statistical information pertaining 
to India and other countries. An important collection 
with the IEG Library is Census Publications for 
which the Library has full sets commencing from 
1872 Census Reports. In addition, the library 
collects Annual Reports of Companies, 


Departments of Central and State Governments 
and other corporate bodies. 

Computer Unit 

IEG has a reasonably well-equipped computer unit 
both in terms of hardware and software for meeting 
research and training requirements. The LAN 
system is fully switched network through UTP 
connectivity. We are in the process of extending 
and integrating our existing LAN network to the 
newly constructed second floor in our building. The 
number of LAN nodes has increased to 145. 
Presently we have 45 laser, 3 inkjet and 3 dot matrix 
printers. The website of the Institute has been 
developed and maintained by the Computer Unit. 
We are also in the process of developing software 
for leave management and stock inventory. In 2003- 
04 we have acquired Stata 8.0 application software 
package. We are in the process of implementing 
the WINDOWS based library management software 
called Gyanodaya. Internet connectivity through 
radio/microwave link is in the pipeline. This is going 
to increase browsing speed exponentially.

Ford Foundation Grant 

Taking note of the efforts of the Institute in the field 
of social science research, the Institute has been 
offered two massive grants by the Ford Foundation, 
USA in January, 2003. An amount of $250,000 has 
been granted to the Institute to create an endowed 
chair for Professor of Peace Studies. The objectives

Audit Report on the accounts of Indian Council of 
Social Science Research for the year 2003-04 


1. Introduction 

The Indian Council of Social Science Research 
(ICSSR) was registered in July 1969 under the 
Societies' Registration Act, I860, The main 
objectives of the ICSSR are to review, promote, 
encourage, assist and coordinate social science 
research. Audit of the accounts of the ICSSR 
has been entrusted under Section 20(1) of the 
Comptroller and Auditor General’s (Duties, 
Powers and Conditions of Service) Act, 1971. 

2. Financial Arrangement 

The ICSSR is financed mainly by grants from 
the Government of India. During the year 2003- 
04, the ICSSR received grants aggregating Rs. 
17.30 crore under ‘Plan, and Rs. 24.00 crore 
under ‘Non-Plan’ from Government of India, 
Ministry of Human Resource Development, 
Department of Secondary and Higher Education, 
New Delhi. Besides, the ICSSR had unspent 
balance of Rs. 49.99 lakh of the year 2002-03 
and permission to utilise this grant in ensuing 
year was given by the Ministry. 

Comments on accounts 
3 Balance Sheet 

3.1 Liabilities 

3.1.1 Understatement of assets and 
liabilities 

A test check of Assets Register revealed that 
one photocopier, stabilizer, padestal stand for 
photocopier and inverter worth Rs. 0.98 lakh 
were purchased/acquired during the year 2003- 
04 but the same were not included in the total 
value of the assets on the pretext that the 
payment was made in the year 2004-05. 
However, the sanctions for these purchases 
were issued on 31.03.2004. Neither the liability 
on account of these purchases was shown in 
the accounts nor any explanation was given in 


the assets register. This resulted in 
understatement of assets and liability by like 
amount. ICSSR stated (May 2005) that the 
purchases were made on 31.03.2004 and 
payments were released in the year 2004-05 
but these liabilities could not be shown in the 
accounts. 

3.5.2 Understatement of liabilities 
During the year 2003-04, books worth Rs, 
36.82 lakh were purchased and entered in 
accession register but the payments of only Rs. 
22.98 lakh were made to publishers/distributors 
and the balance payment of Rs. 13.93 lakh was 
made during the year 2004-05. However, 
payment of Rs. 13.93 lakh payable to the 
publishers/distributors during the year 2003-04 
was not exhibited in the Balance Sheet as 
current liabilities. Thus, the liabilities were 
understated by Rs. 13.93 lakh. ICSSR noted 
(May 2005) the audit observation for future 
guidance. 

3.2 Assets 

3.2.1 Overstatement of Assets 
As per Annexure 5 to Schedule I of Balance 
Sheet, the closing stock of price publication was 
Rs.65,46 lakh. However, as per details of books 
available at sale counter of ICSSR, the cost of 
priced publication at sale price worked out to 
Rs. 17.03 lakh only. Thus, priced publication 
assets were overstated by Rs. 48.43 lakh. 

Further, as per Annexure 5, the value of 
weeded out publication deducted was Rs. 1-55 
lakh, whereas as per records furnished by the 
ICSSR, the price of weeded out publication 
during 2003-04 was Rs. 6.70 lakh. Thus, the 
value of closing stock of publication was further 
overstated by Rs. 5.15 lakh. ICSSR replied (May 
2005) that a review was being conducte 
regarding difference in stock and the lesuts

would be intimated to audit after necessary 

rectification. 

3.2.2 Understatement of assets and 
overstatement of expenditure 

The ICSSR had purchased car air conditioner, 
music systems, car watches, etc., for installation 
in office vehicles by incurring an expenditure of 
Rs. 0.60 lakh. The expenditure being of capital 
nature was wrongly booked under the head 
'Maintenance of Vehicles’. This resulted in 
understatement of assets as well as 
overstatement of expenditure by Rs. 0.60 lakh. 
ICSSR replied (May 2005) that the necessary 
rectification entry was being carried out in the 
Annual Accounts of the Council for the year 
2004-0S. 

3.2.3 Unconfirmed assets 

As per Balance Sheet, the ICSSR had assets 
worth Rs. 2.38 crore for library books and CD 
Roms as on 31st March 2004. However, assets 
register for the same was not shown to audit. 
Thus, assets worth Rs. 2.38 crore could not be 
verified in audit. 

4, Income and Expenditure 

Account 

4.1 Income 

4.1.1 Understatement of income 

As per bank reconciliation statement, the bank 
had credited Rs. 3.44 lakh in ICSSR bank 
account for miscellaneous income including 
interest. However, this amount was not 
included in the books of the ICSSR. This has 
resulted in understatement of income by 
Rs.3.44 lakh. ICSSR replied (May 2005) that 
miscellaneous income including interest allowed 
by banks had been taken in the accounts for 
the year 2004-05. 

General 

5 Improper maintenance of 
Receipts and Payments 
Account 

Receipts and Payments Account of the ICSSR 


revealed that the detailed break-up of the 
figures shown in the account under various 
heads/sub-heads were not verifiable from the 
detailed compilation abstract/ledgers. The 
figures have been arrived at after various 
adjustments for advances, pre-payments, etc. 
Thus, Receipts and Payments Account was not 
prepared as per the accounting principles as 
the abstract/ledgers were not maintained 
properly. 

The ICSSR stated (December 2004) that they 
had prepared annual accounts on the basis of 
accrual system of accounting first time. 
Therefore, necessary schedule/annexure had 
been enclosed jointly with reference to Income 
and Expenditure Account and Receipts and 
Payments Account. The deficiencies pointed out 
by audit would be taken care of during 
preparation of final accounts for the year 2004- 
OS. ICSSR further replied (May 2005) that all 
the budget ledger accounts had been prepared. 

6 Status of Regional Centres 

The matter regarding settlement of the status 
of the Regional Centres had repeatedly been 
highlighted in the previous audit reports but no 
remedial action had so far been taken by the 
ICSSR. Under the present collaborative 
arrangement, the payments made to the 
Regional Centres were being treated as grants- 
in-aid. The annual accounts rendered by these 
centres were not incorporated in the annua! 
accounts of the ICSSR. Six regional centres 
were established from 1972 to (977. Grants 
given to these centres were not readily 
ascertainable. Thus, these remained out of the 
purview of audit. During the year 2003-04, the 
ICSSR paid grants-in-aid of Rs. 2.21 crore (Rs. 
1.33 crore under Non-plan and Rs. 88.00 lakh 
under Plan) to its Regional Centres. Supporting 
records of Rs. 2.21 crore was not provided to 
audit. ICSSR stated (May 2005) that the status 
of Regional offices was being reviewed in the 
light of the Papola Committee report and their 
accounts would be incorporated in the Annual 
Accounts of the ICSSR for the year 2004-05, if 
so decided, by the Council. 
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7 Physical verification of stock 
& stores 

As per Rule I 16(1) of General Financial Rules, 
physical verification of all stores should be 
conducted at least once in a year by the 
concerned department by some responsible 
officer other than the custodian of the store. 

As per the dead Stock Register, it was noticed 
that the physical verification of stock and stores 
(Dead Stock) of the 1CSSR was not conducted 
for the year 2003-04. The correctness of the 
balances of various articles (non consumable) 
as shown in the Dead Stock register as on 
31.3.2004 could not, therefore, be verified in 
audit. ICSSR replied (May 2005) that action 
regarding physical verification o f stock and 
store had begun. 

8 Investment of GPF/CPF an 
contravention of the pattern 
fixed by the Central 
Government 

Government of India, Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Economic Affairs, vide 
notification dated 6th March 2003, has 
prescribed the pattern of investment for 
incremental accretion by the non-government 
provident fund effective from 1st April 2003 
which stipulates investment of 25 percent in 
Central Government securities, 15 percent in 
Government securities, 30 percent in bond/ 
securities of Public Financial Institutions and 30 
percent in any of the above categories. 
However, scrutiny of investment made by the 
ICSSR revealed that it had invested Rs. 79.50 
lakh (13.67 per cent of total investment) in 
Government securities-and Rs. S02.I7 lakh 
(86.33 per cent of total investment) in fixed 
deposit with bank in contravention of 
prescribed pattern. ICSSR replied (May 2005) 
that the investments that were maturing from 
time to time were being invested in accordance 
with the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs notification dated 06.03.2003. 


9 Unauthorised capitalisation 
of grant of Rs. 4.24 crore 

As per sanction letter issued by the Ministry of 
Human Resource Development, the entire Non- 
Plan and Plan grants ofRs. 41.50 crore released 
for the year 2003-04 were meant for recurring 
expenditure only. However, the ICSSR had 
capitalised grant of Rs. 3.24 crore by acquiring 
fixed assets which was in contravention of the 
spirit and condition of grants released by the 
Ministry. Besides, ICSSR had incurred 
expenditure of Rs. 1.00 crore under the head 
Maintenance of Building, which was incurred on 
renovation of NASSDOC building at Firozeshah 
Road through CPWD, who executed civil, 
electrical and wooden work. Hence, all these 
expenses were of capital nature. Thus, ICSSR 
had incurred expenditure of Rs. 4.24 crore on 
acquiring of capital assets unauthorised^. 

The ICSSR replied (January 2005) that they 
received the grants from the Ministry of HRD 
in a consolidated form. All the Heads and Sub 
Heads under which the ICSSR intend to utilise 
the grant are placed before its standing 
committee, viz., Planning and Administrative 
Committee (P AC) and the Council. In this 
committee, a Government nominee is also a 
member. The expenditure was incurred with 
the approval of this committee. Since the 
approval of the p AC and the Council had been 
obtained, the assets had not been created 
unauthorisedly. The reply is not tenable as Plan 
and Non-Plan grants have been shown distinctly 
in the accounts. ICSSR further replied (May 
2005) that the suggestions of audit were noted 
for future compliance. 

10 Accounting policy 

Accounting policy no.6 of Schedule 24 of annual 
accounts stipulates that Government grants of 
the nature of contribution is to be bifurcated 
into revenue expenditure and capital 
expenditure. The grants are treated as capital 
reserve. However, such reserve did not appeal 
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in the accounts. Similarly, policy no.8 of this 
Schedule provides that provision for gratuity 
payable/leave encashment is to be made on 
actuarial basis but in the current liability and 
provision, no such provision has been made. 
The accounting policy, therefore needs to be 
appropriately modified. 

|| Internal audit 

As per the Balance Sheet of the ICSSR as on 31 
March 2004, it had total assets and liabilities 
worth Rs. 28.05 crore comprising fixed assets 
of Rs. 17.97 crore. It received grant of Rs. 41.50 
crore from the Government of India during the 
year 2003-04.lt was noticed that there was no 
system of internal audit in ICSSR. 

Keeping in view the large amount of grants 
being received from the Government of India 
and also its range of activities there is an urgent 
need to establish appropriate systems for 
internal audit for keeping a watch over the 
quantum of flow and propriety of expenditure, 
diversions of funds, reconciliation of income and 
expenditure, etc. Properly organised and 


efficiently operated internal auditing gives 
management a way to monitor the reliability 
and integrity of financial and operating 
information. The internal audit function, thus, 
is an important element in presenting and 
detecting fraudulent reporting. Although this 
deficiency was pointed out in the previous audit 
reports, the ICSSR had not taken any steps for 
creating an internal audit cell. 

The ICSSR replied (January 2005) that the 
competent authority would be apprised the 
need of setting up an internal audit cell within 
the Council, keeping in view the suggestion 
made by audit and further stated (May 2005) 
that the Council had set up Internal Audit Cell 
as advised by audit. 

12 Net effect 

The net effect of audit comments on annual 
accounts of ICSSR for the year 2003-04 is that 
the assets were overstated by Rs. 52.00 lakh, 
liability understated byRs. 14.91 lakh, 
expenditure overstated by Rs.0.60 lakh and 
income understated by Rs. 3.44 lakh.
